He has served 
as council member at Trinity and Peace 
Lutheran Churches and is instrumental 
in placing a chapel in the current CMH. 
At present, he is Chairman of Peace 
Lutheran Church Council. He also owns 
a Christmas tree farm. 

Mr. Strandberg also belongs to the 
VASA Order of America (a Swedish 
Fraternal Organization) and has been a 
member for 44 years. He has served as 
an officer at the local (Astor Lodge) 
level, several officer positions on the dis- 
trict level, including district Master for 
two terms (a first for the district Lodge 
which covers Montana, British 
Columbia, Washington and Oregon). He 
served on the International level 
(Sweden, Canada, U.S.A.) as a delegate 
and this level held several committee 
chairs, and is currently serving as 
Scholarship Chairman for the Pacific 
Northwest District. 

After serving as Regatta President in 
1987, he fell ill to a rare disease, 
Guillain-barré Syndrome. He became 
paralyzed and spent several months in 
the hospital. Recovery has left several 
weaknesses that hamper a physical farm 
life. 

Currently, Mr. Strandberg is retired and 
enjoys traveling with his wife, Carlotta. 
Especially the time spent traveling to her 
ranch holdings in Kansas' beautiful Flint 
Hills region known for the tall blue stem 
prairies and large beef cattle.

Parade Marshal Named 


Senator Mark Hatfield will be the 1997 Regatta Parade 
Marshal. Born on July 12, 1922, in Dallas, Oregon, he 
is the son of Dovie Odom Hatfield, a school teacher 
and Charles D. Hatfield, a railroad construction black- 
smith. He and his wife, the former Antoinette 
Kuzmanich, were married in 1958. They have four 
children and five grandchildren. 


Senator Hatfield graduated from Salem High School 
and earned a Bachelor of Arts degree from Willamette 
University in 1943. Following WWII, Senator 
Hatfield earned a Master's degree in political science 
from Stanford University in 1948, and later returned to 
Willamette University to serve as professor of political 
Science and Dean of Students. 


While teaching political science and serving as Dean 
of Students at his alma mater, Willamette University, 
Mark Hatfield began his political career in the Oregon 
Legislature in 1950. After two terms in the Oregon 
House of Representatives and two years in the Oregon 
Senate, he became the youngest Secretary of State in 
Oregon history in 1956 at age 34. He was elected 
Governor of Oregon in 1958 and became the state's 
first two-term governor in the twentieth century when 
he was re-elected in 1962. 


In 1966, then-Governor Mark Hatfield was elected to 
the United States Senate as an outspoken critic of the 
war in Vietnam. In August of 1993, he became the 
longest serving U.S. Senator from Oregon, surpassing 
the previous record set by Senator Charles McNary 


Mark Hatfield's distinguished career in public service 
ended in early January, 1997, with his retirement from 
the United States Senate. In private life, he returns to 
the college classroom, serving as guest lecturer at 
George Fox University, Newberg, Oregon; Portland 
State University; and his alma mater Willamette 
University, Salem, Oregon. He continues a long- 
standing commitment to the medical research commu- 
nity through his association with the Lasker 
Foundation of New York. In addition, he serves on 
numerous local and national boards and commissions, 
including the FDR Memorial Commission, the 
Coalition for Christian Colleges and Universities, the 
Oregon Historical Society, the Oregon Symphony 
Foundation, the Oregon Health Sciences Foundation, 
Mercy Corps International, and the Omega Point 
Foundation. 
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HISTORIC HOMES TOUR 


"Victorian Homes of Uppertown" is the theme of the 1997 Astoria Regatta Historic Homes tour 
which will be held on Saturday, August 9, and Sunday, August 10, from 1:00 to 4:00 p.m.. 
Tickets for the self-guided tour will be on sale at the museums of the Clatsop County Historical 
Society on the days of the tour. The museums are: Heritage Museum, 1618 Exchange; Flavel 
House, 441 8th Street; and the Uppertown Firefighters Museum, 2986 Marine Drive. The $7.50 
ticket package includes admission for all five houses plus an illustrated program with a brief 
history of Uppertown. Children under 12 with adults are free. 

The five houses include two Astoria Vernacular (plain) houses built around 1904 and three 
Queen Anne style houses built in 1888, 1892 and 1904. They include the Benjamin Young 
House bed and breakfast inn and the Gustav 
Holmes House (formerly known as the Collins 
House), built by wealthy owners of salmon can- 
neries. Both are considered prime examples of 
Victorian architecture --- among the best in 
Oregon. 

The houses this year are particularly related to 
the Regatta atmosphere. Four have fine views of 
the Columbia River, including one currently 
owned by a retired bar pilot featuring Oriental 
furnishings purchased while the family lived in 
the Far East. The fifth was once the home of 
John E. Johnson who carved duck decoys now 
highly prized by collectors. A walk through the 
flower garden is an additional pleasure. All the 
owners are friends of historic preservation and 
are pleased to share their homes with the public 
for the benefit of the historical society which 
will use the proceeds to continue to improve the 
museums.
